An A vmistioe: Day Appeal 


In a few days people dies world over will celebrate the second anniver- 
gary of the signing of the Armistice, that great event which signalized the 
final triumph of the cause of freedom over*the powers of a military auto- 
cracy bent upon world domination) and a denial of those great principles 
for which liberty loving people haye struggled and died throughout the long 
centurics of the past. ‘ 

Armistice Day is one which should never be forgotten, nor its signi- 
ficance to the whole human-race ignored, _. It should be indelibly written 
upon the hearts of men and women everywhere, and should be imperish- 
ably stamped into the minds of the children now and in generations to 
come, ‘More than this, each recurrihg anniversary of the Armistice may 
well be marked by some act of a notable character by the people in each 
ofthe countries allied in the war; some act in the nature of a freewill offer- 
ing, a’ tangible and practical expression of thanks for the wictory aclileved; 
an annually recurring day upon which some little sacrifice will be made by 
the many in all nations for the benefit of those whose miSfortunes and snf- 
ferings call loudly for human sympathy and practical asefstance. 

So far as°Canada is concerned, the Red Cross proposes some such 
national observance of Armistice Day this year, and it is ffttaf® that the 
world’s greatest andsmost widely known humanitarian organization should 
thus lead the way. Alone among all voluntary organizations of an inter- 
national character, the Red Cross ‘has been officially recognized by the 
Leagué of Nations as a proper body to exercise functions and discharge 
important ‘administrative duues of an international character, and it has 
been appealed to by the Council of the“eague of Nations to undertake as 
its first great work the checking of the terrible epidemic of disease now 
sweeping ‘over a large portion of Europe, and relieve the indescribable 
6uttering and distress which accompanies and follows that epidemic; Hun- 
dreds ot thousands of people are stricken and dying of typhus, tuberculosis 
and hunger, while’positively millions of children, thousands upon thousands 
ot whom are orphans, lack food, clothing, shelter and care and are dying 
in appalling numbers, 

‘Lo meet this aWful need, and if possible prevent the spread of typhus 
throughout the world, the League of Red Cross Societies,-which now ‘in- 
cludes thirty different countries, is sending doctors, nurses, medicines, food 
and other necessities into the stricken countries, ~In order that the British 
Empire, always foremost in works of* civilization and humanitywali over the 
globe, may discharge its full duty in the present great emergency, a British 
Empire War Relicf Fund has been inaugurated under the patronage of 
H.M. the King, and with the support of all political partics and humani- 
tarian organizations, This fund is to be administered-by the British Red 
Cross Society in co-operation, with the League of Red Cross Societies. 

The people of the Empire are asked to contribute $10,000,000 to. this 
Fund, and of this amount $500,000 has been indicated as the amount which 
Canada ought to supply, “The Canadian Red Cross has assumed the task 
of raising this half million dollars, and Armistice Weck has been designated 


as the period during which an appeal will be ‘made to the Canadian people 


to make contributions which, in the aggregate, will total that amount. 

The efforts of the Canadian Red Cros& during and. since the war have, 
very properly, been largely confined to work for our own soldiers and 
sailors, and in the direction of promoting health, preventing disease and re- 
lieving distress and stiffering’at home. -- Now, in the face of untold horrors 
ahd siffering, a world appeal comes through:the Red Cross to the Canadian 
people. It is an appeal to which the Red Cross organization could not 
turn a deaf ear. It is a call to service which cannot be resisted and must 
not be denied. The spirit of the Red Cross is not narrow nor selfish; the 
whole world is it#field and all peoples of every clime and color have a claim 
upon its sympathy and support. 

In Western Canada the appeal on behalf of the British Empire War 


Relief Fund will be made to the people through local branches of the Red 


Cross andiin the newspapers. All contributions will be sent to Red Cross 
headquarters in the respective Provincial Divisions, and then forwardéd 
through the head office for Canada to the British Red Cress. 

As was the case on all occasions in the past, it is now hoped and. ex- 
pected that the warm-hearted, open-handed generosity of the people of the 
West will result in a prompt response to the appeal on behalf of the disease 
stricken and starving men, women and, more especially, children of Europe.

Each man was given his rations by 
the bowsman of the boat, whose duty 
it was to issue rations of pemmican 
and flour. In half an hour from 
landing, a full supply of bread was 
being. rapidly ~“baked, “Beaver Tail 
Bread.” “Would you like to know 
how it is made? Web, a stiff dough 
is rapidly ' mixed, generally on an 
empty sack, no shortening added, 
and when it attains the right consist- 
erty, lumps averaging half a pound, 
are handed to each nran, who has 
already armed *himself with a slender 
stick and half a-dozen wood skew- 
ers, Pulling the dough over one 
end; flattening it out at the base and 
gradually bringing it to a point at the 
top, this all held firm by skewers 
across, sthe whole. bearing .resem- 
blance to a beaver tail; one end is 
pushed into the ground before. the 
fire and a few, tufns thoroughly cook 
it, and when eaten hot, it is by no 
means to be despised. Others of the 
men were busy cooking pefnmican in 
huge open kettles, some munching it 
raw. Jesting, songs and stories 
made the camp an afimated scene.

Gas from Wheat Straw 


Experiments Made at Kansas Prom- 
ise Wonderful Development. 

he Canadian prairies may provide 
motor fuel for the whole of Canada 
with a large amount left over for ox- 
port, and the farmers of the prairie 
provinces may find a profitable mar- 
ket for a product of the soil which is 
now virtually wasted if a system for 


converting wheat straw into. motor 
fuel proves as ptofitable as expcri- 
ments now being conducted seem to 


promise, 
The new motor fuel is being manu- 
factured from straw for experimental 
" purposes in Kansas, and word which 
has just been received from J. C. 
Mohler, secretary of the . Kansas, 
Board of Agriculture, that good pro- 
gress is being made. 

"Experiments made by the U.S, De- 
partment of Agricultural show, Mr. 
Mohler says, that a combustible gas 
can be obtained from the destructive 
distillation of wheat straw. This new 
product has been used for operating 
ain automobile, for illuminating pur- 
poses and for cooking, and tests are 
ii progress to determine its exact 
value and cost of production. 

“Tf. these experiments turn out sat- 
isfactorily,” said Mr. Mohler, “it may 
not be many years before every farm- 
er will throw the straw from his 
threshitig machine into a still from 
which he can draw all the fuel he 
will require to operate his ‘fart ma- 
chinery.” é 

“Some geologists have predicted a 
serious shortage of gasoline in the 
next few years because of the in- 
creasing demand for motor yehicles 
and machinery. This new gas may 
solve the problem of how. power- 
farming and. transportation aré to go 
on if the shortage becomes a reality. 
Whether or not this new_product will 
he commercially valuable depends, of 
course, on whether the cost of pro- 
duction can be made low enough. The 
Value of the product at present gaso- 
line proces would be about $12 an 
acre”

Science Aids~ Farmers to Tell | Live 
From Dead Seed. ~ 


According to recent tests, fully 


forty per cent. of the sced sown by 
farmers and gardeners is useless, One 


series of tests carried out over a thou- 
sand. cortnfields, proved that bad seed. 
was responsible for the harvest yield- 
ing a third Tess than the ground’s real 
capacity; Even a thoroughly experi- 
enced man cannot tell live from dead 
seed just. by, handling it. Hence 
science is coming to the farmers’ aid. 
Tt has been found that each kind of 
seed, like human beings and animals, 
has a. normal temperature. The 
farmer forwards a sample of the seed 
he proposes to sow,.to the laboratory. 
This is placed, with distilled water, in 
a thermos flask. - At the end of forty- 
eight hours a certain temperature 
should be registered in the flask ac- 
cording to the kind of seed. “If the 
seed is weevily or bacteria-infested, a 
temperature above “the normal will 
result; if dead or old the low vitality 
will cause a sub-normal temperature. 
The same, test has also béen applied 
successfully toa~vheat intended for the 
flour mills.. It is a good safeguard 
to health, for it detects the presence 
of ‘bacteria, fungus and insects that 
would otherwise ultimately be present 
in the loaf of bread.

Air-Slaed Lime Has Slight Infiuence 
On Yield of Butter-Fat.

It is ‘occasionally reported that 
phenomenal record yields have been 
secured by cows on test by feeding 
them drugs. © The Delaware experi- 
ment station has been trying. to look 
into this matter in A scientific way, 
experimenting with such drugs. as 
saltpeter, epsom salts, air-slaked lime, 5 
sodium bicarbonate, ginger and sev- 
eral Other drugs. As a result of the 
experiment it was found that only one 
of these drugs seemed to have any 
effect. Air-slaked lime when fed at 
the rate of one ounce night and morn- 
ing, seemed to have a slight influence 
on the yield of butterfat. The ex- 
periment is not really conclusive on 
this point, but in view of the fact that 
lime is a very important constituent 
of milk, and that cows generally draw 
heavily on the lime in their skeletons, 
while giving milk, it is very possibl 
good policy to mix lime with the feed 
of dairy cows, Ohio experiments in 
dicate: that perhaps it is good policy 
to feed bone ait to dairy -cows 
Bone meal, like lime, is>very rich ix 
calcium, which is the one mineral ele- 
ment that seems to be most appreciat:
